“ip on my article in last week’s 
““Soccer-Action’’ headed ‘’T.V. or not T.V."", 
let's look at what would be needed to make a 
TV venture a success. 


Firstly we can’t realise soccer’s true potential until we get 
national television coverage. 

if each club had locally televised games, they would reach only 
a small segment of the population. So for soccer to really start 
achieving big crowds, we have to have national exposure. Once 
millions of Australians are exposed to the sport, public recogni- 
tion and acceptance will come. 

A major problem for advertisers is when and how to interrupt a 
match for commercials . . . Interrupting the flow of the game 
would be like sticking commercials in the middle of the running of 
the Melbourne Cup. 


So why not adopt what has been done before, so that during a 
commercial half the screen shows the ad. while the other half 


referee calied the way he did. 
_Little things like that would goa long way toward enabling the 

viewer to enjoy that game and to want to see a game in person, 

Clubs would of course have to do follow-up work with all those 
potential fans _. . the clubs would have to do a lot more commun- 
ity relations. 

And of course the most important thing of all, coaches and

It’s a case of supply and 
demand, and when the 
demand outweighs the sup- 
ply, you get inflation and 
trouble.

A typical example of the 
present madness is the $40,000 
paid to NSW State League club 
Monaro by Canberra City, for 
Walter Valeri and Sebastian 
Giampaolo.

To pay this sort of money for 
two players untried in PSL 
soccer is complete madness, 
in my opinion.

They will 
get stronger, while the poorer 
clubs get weaker — not a heal- 
thy situation by any means. 


If this continues, Australian 
soccer will become like the 
Italian and the English scene 
where clubs fall heavily in to 
debt and real money becomes 
Monopoly money.

LONDON — They say old soldiers never die. 


footballers? 


Sadly, according to a programme 
shown on British television recently, 
an occasional one turns to drink. 


“Just for Today’’, a documentary 
on former England striker Jimmy 
Greaves, highlights the problems a 
Star footballer can face when the 
time comes to hang up his boots for 
the last time. 


Greaves, who scored 44 goals in 57 
appearances for England and more 
than 300 in the English and Italian 
leagues with Chelsea, A.C. Milan, 
Tottenham and West Ham, was at his 
peak at the time of the 1966 World 
Cup finals. 


But his style of play did not suit the 
English manager Sir Alf Ramsey. 
Following his recovery from an 
injury received early on in the finals, 
Greaves expected to be reinstated in 
the team, but Ramsey had other 
plans and the star striker did not 
share in England‘s eventual triumph. 


“The bottom dropped out of my 
world,"” says Greaves in the docu- 
mentary. 


Although he went on playing (and 
Scoring) in league football for five 
more years, Greaves was already 
looking to alcohol for refuge. 

“I felt an old man at 31,” says 
Greaves, recalling the effect which 
retiring from top-class football had 
on him. 

“One moment, you're at the top 
and in the news, and then, suddenly, 
there’s nothing for you to do,” he 
adds. 

His drinking developed rapidly. “‘I 
became a walking vegetable,” he 
says. 

“I can remember waking up in my 
car, not knowing where I was. I'd 
look at my watch and if it was dark, I 
wouldn’t know whether it was morn- 
ing or evening.” 


By the time he was in his mid-thir- 
ties, Greaves would sometimes drink 
a bottle of vodka in an evening. 


But when an article appeared ina 
British Sunday paper revealing his 
predicament, Greaves was, in his 
own words, ‘‘shattered’’, and he de- 
cided to try to pull himself together. 


‘It took me a long time to realise 
that, if I didn’t stop drinking, I'd kill 
myself,’ he says. 


The former star went to Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) for help. 


‘Before I went, 1 saw myself doo- 
med,” he recalls. 


Greaves is now a changed man and 
the title of the documentary, ‘Just 
for Today”’ is a reminder of how each 
day without drink constitutes a vic- 
tory. 


Ironically, the programme was 
screened in a week when two other 
ageing soccer players have had their 
drink probem aired in public. 


Former Manchester United and 
Northern Ireland star George Best 
and Garrincha, the Brazilian player 
who was once hailed as the greatest 
Tight-winger ever, have both strugg- 
led in recent years to overcome the 
lure of alcohol. 


Best spoke openly about his prob- 
lem during an interview on a sports 
Programme last month and in the 
Greaves documentary he Says: “‘It’s 
hard to go from the top into obscuri- 
ty.” 

By the time he was in his early 
twenties, Best had built a legend 
based not only on his footballing ex- 
ploits but also on his off-the-field Iei- 
sure activities. 


All was well while the young Irish- 
man was still capable of entertaini 
the fans with his dazzling skills. 


But what happens to old 


But soon, the late-night fun took its 
toll and Best quit English soccer for 
the less taxing but nevertheless 
financially rewarding pastures of the 
American league. 


Recently, Best has tried to make a 
comeback on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, in Scottish football, but his drink 
problem has hampered his efforts. 


Meanwhile, Garrincha has become 
the object of a public welfare cam- 
paign in Brazil. 

The former international appeared 
in the parade at Rio’s famous 
Carnival recently — and failed to 
recognise his ex-team mate Pele, 
who waved to him. 


The 48-ygar-old hero of Brazil's 
World Cup winning teams of 1958 and 
1962, who was taken to hospital twice 
last year with complaints connected 
with excessive drinking, now lives in 
the poor Bangu suburb of Rio and 
earns a livihg teaching his football 
wizardry to orphans. 


Doctcrs treating the footballer 
said he came from an extremely im- 
poverished ba¢kground and that the 
poor nutrition: he received in his 
early life affected his health later. 


“The important thing is not only 
that he stops drinking, but that he 
regains an interest in life,” one 
doctor said. 


Perhaps the man who directed the 
Greaves documentary, Berny String- 
le, has the answer. “Footballing is a- 
very difficult way of life,, but it’s a 
way of life you become totally used 
to — in a sense you never grow up,” 
he Says. 


And he adds: ‘‘When it's time to 
retire, some footballers realise they 
don’t Know about the outside world at 
all.

It was a tragic opening to the 
season for Canberra City, 
whose $80,000 spending spree 
and new acquisitions attracted 
5,400 inquisitive fans. 

They saw a team that can 
improve — but one brought 
undone by tragic first half er- 
Tors. 

Unless Canberra shows a big 
improvement this weekend in 
Melbourne — against Foot- 
Scray — the team will be hard 
pushed to attract big crowds at 
home. 

As one official commented:

New system 
UEFA draw 


A new system has been worked out for al- 
locating places in the UEFA Cup. 


The system gives two points for a win, one 
for a draw and a bonus point for each round 
reached from the quarter finals upwards. 


The total for each country Is added up and 
divided by the number of teams that nation 
fielded in the three European club com- 
petitions. 


The average Is worked out over a five-year 
period but excludes the current season. So 
when the system is Introduced this year, 
season 1980-81, only seasons 1974-75 to 
1978-79 will be taken in account. 


The three top countries will receive four 
places in the UEFA Cup, the next five will get 
three, 13 more will get two and the last 11 
one each, 


West Germany will get four places this 
time, but England only three. Not surpris- 
Ingly, the new system has come under attack 
from the English Press.

FRANKSTON DEBTS 


$71,000 IN 1979 


Frankston City’s new administration has 
reduced the club’s debts by $25,000 in the 


past 12 weeks, 


interim treasurer Geoff 


Morgan said this week. 

However, the club still owes creditors $46,000, 
and when bank overdrafts and co-operative loans 
are taken into account, Frankston City’s total liabi- 


lities are $127,318. 


Morgan released these 
figures to show the gravity of 
Frankston’s financial situ- 
ation. The club incurred debts 
of $71,000 last season. 

Morgan was answering crit- 
icism from Frankston’s 
former acting treasurer and 
secretary Les Smith, who hit 
out in last week’s edition of 
‘Soccer Action’. 

Smith last week criticised 
the new administration for 
cutting back expenditure on. 
the soccer team. He said the 
new men had “a decided lack of 
knowledge about soccer man- 
agement’ and warned the club 
it was the main candidate for 
relgation from the State Lea- 


e. 
e The crisis, which has ripped 
Frankston City apart, started 
when Smith resigned in Febru- 
ary ‘because the new com- 
mittee regarded:soccer as an 
incidental and secondary part 
of the club’. 


Senior vice-president Del - 


Lines resigned at the same 
time but primarily over the 
Jimmy Dunne affair. 

Morgan was called in with 
other loca] businessmen Mike 
Hartmey and Bob Brown to 
help the club sort out the finan- 
cial mess. 

Morgan said it was im- 
practical for Frankston to 
spend money on players in the 
current financial situation 

“With Smith as treasuer in 
1979, the club spent as much 
money as it should have over 
three years,’’ said Morgan. 
“The spending got way out of 
hand. 

“The situation was pretty 
grim during the New Year, be- 
cause creditors from last 
season had been ignored, and 
were starting to close in like 
wolves. 

“Now we have an arrange- 
ment with all creditors, which 
will ensure they get paid in 
full. Of course, this will take 
time, but the club is now 
headed in the right direction.” 

Morgan said similar 
methods had been used to get 
the Frankston VFA football 
club out of a financial crisis. 

“Expenditure on the soccer 
team will depend on sponsor- 
ship,’’ said Morgan. “Many of 
last year’s sponsors haven't 
come back to the club, and so 
there is no finance to buy play- 
ers. 

“When sponsors are 
secured, the club will then 
build the team up. 

“However, Morgan scoffed 
at suggestions that Frankston 
City would be relegated this 
season. 

“Coach Nigel Bevis is happy 
with the team,’’ said Morgan. 
“There’s no chance the team 
will finish last, and, in fact, 
I'm confident Frankston will 
have a good season, 

“The team held Heidelberg 
Utd for 80 minutes before 
losing 1-0 in the Ampol Cup, 
and beat Slavia 3-0. Those 
results give good reason for 
confidence.”’ 

Morgan was upset by 
Smith's claim that the new ad- 
ministration knew little about 
soccer management. 

“T was one of the people who 
started off the Frankston City 
soccer club in 1950,’’ said Mor- 
gan, “and playeu with the club 
for four seasons. 
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“It's totally wrong to say I 
know nothing about the ga- 
me.”’ 

Morgan, who has had to re- 
linquish his post as treasurer 
because of a trip overseas, 
said the club was slowly get- 
ting back to normal. 


“My job as treasurer was 
impossible for a while because 
of interference from Mr 
Smith,”’ said Morgan. ‘‘We had 
to ask him to resign.” 

(Les Smith has denied he 
was asked to resign, and says 
he had enough support to hold 
his position if he wanted to 
Stay.) 

Morgan said the slight finan- 
cial recovery stemmed from 
the increased profitability of 
the social club. 

“Profit has increased from 
31 per cent to 82 per cent due to

improved internal running of 
,the club,’ said Morgan. ‘'The 
club has no debts from 1980, 
and has been able to reduce 


__ the 1979 debts.’” 


Doreen Lines is the man- 
ager of the social side, and her 
efforts have been the main 
reason behind to recovery. 
Husband De! also has worked 
very hard, although he holds 
et onicial position with the 
club. 


Lines maintains he was 
right to resign. 


“When the signing of Dunne 
was rejected, I was left in an 
embarrassing situation with 
people in England and Austra- 
lia,”’ said Lines. ‘I had under- 
taken. to fix Dunne’s move to 
Australia. I had no option 
other than to resign when the 
club rejected the idea."

The financial plight of Frankston City 
should serve as a sharp reminder to 
clubs all over Australia that soccer in 
this coauntry simply doesn’t pay. 

Soccer teams don't make money and 
it boils down to the rich surviving and 


the poor going into debt. 


Frankston recruited heavily and tried 
to promote its club. The result — debts 


of $71,000. 


Sydney City is another example, 
showing a loss of $149,369 on soccer 
activities in 1979. But the Hakoah Social 
Club had a surplus of $240,369, and so 
the debts of the soccer team will be 
wiped out and Sydney City will survive. 

Frankston City and numerous other: 
clubs can't rely on the same backing as 


Sydney City. 


For the clubs in the Philips and State 
Leagues, the temptation is to try to run 
‘investing’ money in 
players and hiring top coachas. 

But in reality only a few clubs in Aust- 
ralia can afford to spend lavishly — those 
with big social clubs backing them, 
and/or a solid base support of 2000 or 


a business — 


3000 supporters.

“Brisbane City has had out- 
standing success in the three years 
so far and this time I’d like to be a

Palinkas rates as one of the games 
mysteries the fact that Footscray 
has had so little tangible success in 
the league.

On the subject of the national 
team, Palinkas says he has not given 
up hope of being recalled by Rudi 
Gutendorf. ‘‘I’m still young enough. 
I'd like to make it back into the 
national squad and like a lot of other 
Players, I would like to think that I’m 
still under notice,” he said. 


He certainly qualifies as as “‘Aus- 
sie”, having come to this country at 
the age of 13, after being born of 
Hungarian parents in a little village 
about 150 kms from Belgrade.
